He was also cleared of shooting and wound- 
ing with intent to lull — a charge growing out 
of injuries suffered by Napier when someone 
fired two shotgun blasts late one Sunday after- 
noon in December. Mrs. Valentine, owner of 
the tavern, died instantly. Her son-in-law, in- 
jured by a second blast, is now paralized. 

Still to be tried in the Valentine killing are 
Curtis Colwell, 19. and Elmer Kilbum, 20, both 
charged with murder and shooting and wound- 
ing with intent to kill. 

Charges against Colwell and Kilbum were 
made March 11, when the investigation of the 
slaying by State Detective J. E. Combs and 
other law enforcement agencies turned up new 
evidence. 

Colwell was already in Jail then charged 
for breaking and entering when the murder 
charge was lodged against him. Kilbum was 
arrested near his home in Combs. 

Mrs. Valentine and Napier were alone in 
thfe building at the time of the shooting. It 
was conjecture then that someone or more 
persons drove up to the door of the roadside 
tavern, fired the shotgun blasts, and then fled 
in thedr car. 

Plans to reopen the tavern had been made 
by Mr. and Mrs. Napier as recently as Feb. 13 
when he advertised of intention to apply for a 

retail beer license for Combs. 



One or more unknown arsonists set fire to 
the Valentine restaurant, in Combs, State Troop- 
er Lonnie Leach revealed last night. 

Leach said that the Tuesday morning blaze 
is being attributed to arson in a report prepared 
by Don Bowling, Corbin, Department of Public 
Safety, Division of Fira Prevention. 

The building, site of the slaying of Mrs. 
Lillie Valentine, last December, and the wound- 
ing of her son-in-law Paul Napier, burned to 
tha ground early Tuesday morning. 

Bowling was in town yesterday to investi- 
gate the cause of the fire. 

Leach said last night the fire was apparent- 
ly started from within the building. Ha noted 
that all doors and windows to the frame struc- 
ture were locked and the electricity had been 
disconnected. 

The fire was well underway when it was 
discovered by Bud Kilbum and Tom Woods, 
both of Combs. The two aroused people in the 
neighborhood by firing pistol shots into tha air, 
Leach said. 

Witnesses to the fire, according to Leach, 
said the flames were blazing through the center 
of tha roof when it was discovered. 

Woods, indicted by tha Jast grand jury for 
the slaying of Mi’s. Valentine, was cleared of 
charges in Perry Circuit Court, Monday, when 
the case was dismissed for insufficient evi- 
dence.

One of the plainest cases of a deceitful handling of the word 
of God that has ever come to my attention is the denominational 
handling of Paul’s statement In 1 Cor.

I went 
to West Virginia to PREACH, not to baptize. But the PREACH-

them. Paul went to Corinth to PREACH: not to baptize. But his 
PREACHING resulted in people wanting to be baptized. Hence 
he baptized them. 

How about this? You can’t be a Baptist without baptism. 
Now, if baptism is UNNECESSARY, then making Baptists Is un- 
necessary! If baptism is a nonessential act, then making Baptists 
is a nonessential act! If baptism is no part of the gospel, then 
making Baptists is no part of the gospel. You see, my friends, 
denominationalisra just won’t stand the test.

Lewis and Richard Collins, Eminent State Historians 



By Charles F. Hinds 

If one name stands out above all Kentucky 
historians, it is the name, Collins — Lewis and 
Richard, father and son. 

Judge I^wis Collins was born in 1797 in 
Fayeytte County, the son of a Revolutionary 
soldier. His parents died when he was still a 
boy, forcing the youth to go to work as a print- 
er’s apprentice in Paris, Kentucky, at an early 
age At the age of sixteen or seventeen, he 
helped David V Rannels found the Washington 
Union, a Norh Kentucky newspaper. In 1820 
he became publisher and editor of the Mays- 
ville Eagle, a post he held with the exception 
of a two-year period until succeeded by his son, 
Richard, over twenty years later. He published 
in 1847 a remarkable source book on Kentucky 
history entitled Historical Sketches of Kentucky 
From 1851 to 1855 he was judge of Mason Coun- 
ty When he died in Lexington in 1870, the Ken- 
tucky legislature, then in session, mourned the 
passing of Lewis Collins as one of the state’s 
outstanding historians and citizens. 

Richard Collins, the son of Judge Collins, 
was born over his father's printing office in 
Maysvlllc in 1824. He attended a local school in 
the town of his birth dnd was graduated from 
Centre College in 1842 and from Transylvania 
Law School in 1846 He was editor of the Mays- 
ville Eagle for ten years and. latur, the foun- 
der of the Danville Review He practiced law 
in Maysville and Cincinnati and lived the. last 
twenty-five years of his life in Covington and 
lajuisvillc. On New Years Day of 1888, he died 
suddenly in Marysville, Missouri, while visiting 
one of his daughters. Mrs Silas Craig of that 
city. 

Richard Collins published in 1874 the 
monumental two-volume work known as Col- 
lins’ History uf Kentucky, based, with revisions 
and additions, on his father’s Historical Sketches 
issued some twenty-seven years earlier. This 
work, executed with great care, consists of an 
annals section, a short history of the Common- 
wealth, a history of Kentucky by counties, and 
a wealth of statistical, biographical, and histori- 
cal information, difficult, if not impossible, for 
taler historians to find elsewhtsre. 

Shortly after his death, the Kentucky Legis- 
lature purchased the excellent library belonging 
te Richard Collins That library today is a small

The totalitarian countries are always criti- 
cal of w’hat is often termed the “decadent capi- 
talism" of the United States. But, on occasion, 
they will borrow American ideas and techniques 
with enthusiasm. 

Last September, a Grand Fair was held in 
Zagreb. Yugoslavia. One of the exhibits, made 
possible by cooperation between our govern- 
ment and private enterprise, was a U. S. — style 
supermarket. It was the kind of market all Am- 
ericans take for granted, but it was as new and 
marvelous as space travel to the people of 
Yugoslavia. More than a million of them visited 
the display, and it was a smash hit by any 
standard. 

After the fair closed the market was sold 
to the Yugoslavia commercial enterprise called 
“Vracar.” This spring it will be opened for 
business in Belgrade, Yugoslavia’s capital, and 
will be the first self-service store in that city. 
An American chain store executive will go there 
to supervise its setting up, equipping and stock- 
ing. 

This is symybolic of the superiority of Am- 
erican retailing to that in the vast majority of 
other nations. What is true of this supermarket 
is true of department stores, variety stores, and 
the other American retail outlets. People abroad 
for the most part, just haven’t seen anything 
to compare with them. When foreigners come 
to this country for the first time they are al- 1 
most always amazed by the variety of goods 
offejed in our stores— and by the fact that most 
of these goods are within the means of the 
average family.

Hospital Fund) discontinued us- 
ing certain non-UMW hospitals 
in Kentucky, including the Mt. 
Mary.” 

‘ Elsewhere, they have cut off 
some private physicians from 
their staffs.” He noted that no 
doctor in Hazard had been eli- 
minated from the staff. 

The Hazard physician said the 
mountains have already lost sev- 
eral physicians which are not 
being replaced. They have left 
he said because of the “un- 
certainty” involved in practic- 
ing the region. 

He said that most Eastern 
Kentucky physicians must look 
to the beneficiaries of the fund 
to earn a living in this region. 

He estimated that roughly 25 
percent of the region’s popula- 
tion is served by the fund. 
l “Of the other 75 percent,” 
Dr. Rutledge continued, “at 
least 40 percent are charity 
cases and are not able to pay 
their hospital and doctor bills.”
